Roife Morrison, ' first speaker ''for 
the affirmative, showed that since 
any one province may veto the 
wishes of the entire Canadian peo- 
ple which is not in the interest of 
the nation as a whole, consultikig 
the provinces would be detrlmantal 
to Canada. 

The care and Intelligence with 
which the B.N.A. Act wis drafted 
was pointed out by James McDon- 
ald, second speaker Xor the nega- 
tive. He went on to say that the 
Canadian Constilulion should be 
amended In a way worthy of its 
past authors and that too much im- 
portance cannot be" brought to 
bear upon changes in it. Ai' a 
member of the U.N. Canada: has 
an obligation to the world. She 
should begin at home by setting a 
good example In her treatment of 
minority groups as represented by 
the provinces. 

It was explained that the con 
stltution has already been amend 
ed on a few occasions without con- 
sultation with the provinces. Tne 
second speaker for the affirmative, 
David Sussmon, went' on to say 
that any one province which as 
the negative had staled. Is not re 
presenlative of the whole nation, 
should^ not have her wishes atone 
count ai Canada. is not merely 
union of disjointed pountrles but a 
unified • nation. Furthermore, Que- 
bec having the largest represihtn. 
live body in Parliament, need not 
fear that her educational privileges 
nor the official language would be 
changed, because she could easily 
away a majority in Parliament.

Raise Clinical Phychology 
Standard Says Dr. Luchin

"Canada should raise her stand- plan both being , on^ an .extensive 

scale^. Every American^ University 
was asked to begin training clinic- 
al psychologists. The candidates 
were given basic psychology cours 
es 'plus' càursés' In 'clinical- method 
and diagnostics. 

The big problem in the United 
States is' licensing of the prof es 
sion. Dr. Luchina stated that there 
is no difference between a clinical 
psychologist and a psychiatrist; 
however, a psychologist contributes 
a scientific approach to research 
which a psychiatrist cannot conijfi-

Here clinical progress Is neces 
sarlly slow because It is difficult 
to find graduate students with 
proper psychological background 
who are capable of.giving^cUnlcal 
tests.

London, Ont, — (CUP) — The 
world is fast and secure In the 
churches and universities, Greg 
Clark, noted Canadian Journalist, 
told Press Club members here re- 
cently. ;*! 

Speaking to a large audience ';in 
Fingal Hall, Mr. Clark said that 
only in the churches and unlversl 
tics does one get an awareness of 
his convictions. . , ■ . 

There Is too much emphasis on 
stark, hard facts in modern ^Journr 
alism, he continued, and calieà for 
a return to the more leisurely type 
of newspaper writing characlerislic 
oi the early part of this century. 
'- "The convictions of others are 
what you must, convey," he said, 
"Writing is nothing, seeing Is every- 
^^J^'^r^iî* «vcfy person ^yho can 
convey accurately the -real signifi- 
cance and color of a siluaUon, there 
are dozens 'of supposedly good writ- 
era;! who' write only the stiff sur- 
g^acts,'he said. 
îTHe'told of meeting Ernest Hem- 
ingway 'when with thé Toronto 
Star In 1021. Clark was sealed at 
a typewriler.^ne'^day when a fel- 
low employee ■ broiii^ht In this 
"grotesque" looktag monster and 
Introduced , him.. \ . 
'^"He was a phony,* I thought; I 
could tell it from the first lime .J 
saw him." Mr. Clark ^eca^ledJ^ ''Hé 
had large, red lips, Vjffl^bbne 
structure about . the 'yw^lm'd a 
defective leg .which niada him 
limp." Not until Clark found Hem-

:>."But that doesn't meaii I'm all 
for complete Socialism," he added. 
"I have 6,000 fishing file? and I 
don't intend to give them up." 

Oiir civilization Is replete, with 
success storIe^ he said. "In maga- 
zine stories,' the boy ' and g|rl con- 
quer and live happily 'ever after. 
This type of writing frustrates 
people." , .1 

In his own -stories and airtfSi 
Mr. Clark attempts .to convey ume 
thing of the'ïa'lluw • of "^peop^^^^^ 
that readers will feel fortunate in 
the knowledge that they are, not 
alone in ■ their tribulations. 

Mr., Ctark advised his listeners 
to "read, what inleresta and excites 
you. .Jn" this way you lake in some- 
thing .which gives you the ability 
to express 'yourself in your, own 
writing." 

"You must read," ' he said. And 
he marvelled that university stud- 
ents, could find any lime to read 
in this, age of theatres, sports and 
innumerable social activities.

By Faculty of Engineering 



A change in the' curriculum of 
the engineering course was an- 
nounced by the University recently. 

The pre-engineering year has 
been Incorporated into the Engin- 
eering Faculty. ,The\ years ,in eh- 
ghieerlng will how lie 1-9: and^ar- 
chltecture 1-0. To the coiinânln 
the first year engineering will be 
added three hours per week In me- 
chanical drawing. Second year will 
lose-these three houirs drafting and 
substitute three hbun per week of 
descriptive • geometry; , .Tj>lrd ' year 
will lose the three .hourr of dc- 
scriptlve ' geometry. 

The reasons for these changes are 
that the third year engineering 
course is quite heavy, as compared 
to second year, and first year is 
even lighter. By shifting the de-

Tlie unfortunate provincialism ot 
our local theatres gives us little 
chance to sec foreign films. For 
this reason we, as film-goers, may 
be quite surprised to discover the 
existence of a promising film Indus- 
try In Palestine. 

Film-production in. Palestine op- 
erates under very distinct disad- 
vantages. The domestic market is 
too small to support profitably a 
film industry and the competition 
for what market there Is, is very 
great. Because of the need to find 
a wider market than that found in 
the countrjr, Palestinian films ha ce 
to be made In English, yet there 
are very few Jewish actors with an 
adequate command ot this language. 
Nevertheless, one advantage docs 
exist: the climate allows year-round 
shooting In the open air. But what 
have the Palestinians done so far? 

The history of Palestinian film 
started in December 1917 with 
Ben-Dov's record of the British en- 
try into Jerusalem. This documen- 
tary film started a tradition of 
documentaries which lasted for 
more than fifteen years, and, to 
some degree, still|4 exists today 
Documentaries were turned out for 
the Public Information Office and 
the Jewish Agency and curreiU

He followed this by "Odcd the 
Wanderer" In 1032, and his adapta 
tldn of a popular Hebrew historical 
novel "Above the Ruins" in 1937, 
He Is now making documentaries qf 
the "March of Time" pattern, which 
are issued monthly. 

In 1048, Herbert Kline, who made

nique is in evidence. It concerns a 
boy whose concentration number 
it visible on his arm and who ar 
rives in Palestine.

Although art-appreciation is 

largely a matter ot intrinsic con- 
ditioning factors,, the: present exhi- 
bition In the Mutcum ot Fine Arts 
which comprises paintings and 
sculptures of the Royal Canadian 
Academy, is likely to apperl to 
many who visit it. 

Ot the paintings with social, po 
litlcal or psychological implica 
lions, GuslBV Wel^sman'a "Fire 
fighters" winner ot the R. C. A. 
award comes first. It shows a trl 
angular group ot six exhausted 
workers huddled together In a 
man-car. The tone and subject 
sugjcest Daiimier's "Streetcar;" here, 
however, the members ot the group 
have no distinct identity ot their 
own. George Pepper's "Dispossess 
ed" shows Man In conflict with Na- 
ture In the Hardyesque sense. Les 
lie' Coppold'a "Waterfall," done in 
water-color surrealistic to an ex 
tent, conveys an. explosive sense 
of destruction. "Buggy," done in 
the style ot a Japanese Ink-print, 
by the same artist, is loaded with 
irony. Political satire runs at a 
broad gauge:, in G. Macdonald'a 
"Heads, Peace On Earth," in which 

astute kngels with V-shaped wlng.s 
flip a coin, while the encaged 

doves float in the void. "Chrlstus" 

by Oscar Cahen, embodies not only 

suffering, but also resolution. 

The Canadian winter is the chos^ 
en theme of many eminent paint- 
ings. "Dogmar Farm, Ontario" by 
A. G. Broomfield, is perhaps the 
friendliest of all. A. .J. Casson's 
restless and.^angular "La Cloche 
Channel, GcoirgiiR'h Bay" evokes 
anxiety rather than relief patterns 
In contrast to this, "Beech Woods 
In Winter" by Fred Haines, and 
W. M. Winter's "Winter on the Ot 
tawa," have both a warm and 
serene atmosphere. The Jormcr ot 
these is especially noteworthy tor 
the blue-white chiaroscuro in the 
sky and on tho snow, - the latter 
again; cdhvcrgei:'(o surrealism; the 
symbolism of Its cradle-shaped boat 
and the lake behind, suggest in 
fan tile, or even pre-natal, secur 
ity. 

The primitive is emphasized in 
Allan Barr's two Eskimo pictures— 
"Something In Sight" and "She Has 
New Clothes" — and in Dorothy 
Steven's "Mexican Mother and 
Child." Atl .threo of these convey 
well to us, sbphisttcaled ones, what 
may seem simple, and the force of 
primordial feelings. Mrs. Housser's 



Jamaica themes — "Tropic Rain'.' 
and "Little Girl" — combine the 
affectionate .and exotic; to a limi- 
ted extent, they' bring home Gau- 
guin. Newcombe's "Summertime" Is 
filled with tropical luseiousncss; 
though it abounds in symbols, its 
beautiful execution is superior to 
any poiiible deeper meaning. 

The Newfoundland coast Is de- 
picted In Franklin Arbuckle's "True 
Lover's Leap" and In John Ellison's 
"Gray Morning." "The first of these 
Is marked by high precision of ex- 
ecution with'regard to pictorial de- 
tails and gradations in color. In 
"Gray Morning" the coastal ele- 
ments are the same, but the pano- 
rama is not so deep. 

Richard Jack's highly priced 
"Italian Room" is photographical in 
style and Victorian in content. Yet 
its warm colors have a pleasing ef- 
fect. The "Dancing Class" by York 
Wilson is vivid and rythmic. Were 
It not for Degas, it would be even 
original. 

Perhaps the most absorbing 
paintings of the exhibition are its 
portraits. Adrian Dingle's "Mary S. 
Edgar" and Allan Barr's "Portrait 
of the Artist," both radiate didactic 
Intelligence. The 'Brahmin' ot Mar 
Ion Long's "Maroon Coat" reflects 
detached, (professional?) friendli- 
ness. Kenneth Forbc's elegant 
Jean" is noteworthy on account of 
her Mona Lisa smile. 

Of the some sixteen sculptures on 
the exhibition, three are extreme 
ly Interesting. "The Frog Prince" 
by Jacobin Jones is all grace and 
delicacy. J. T. Hackett's marquant 
portrait ot Arson Wheeler stands 
out in state and gesture proudly 
eminent. Finally Mrs. Clivla Orrlso 
"Contemplation" is fascinatingly 
meaningful. It can perhaps best be 
approximated as Sir Henry Moore's 
variation on Rodin's "Le Penseur."

Freedom Definition 
Needs Clarification 

Toronto, (CUP)— More careful 
definition of the meaning of free- 
dom is necessary if people arc go- 
ing to avoid the "hysteria" against 
"Sialism" and socialism whlcltjvis 
at pràènU|iîwee 
world;^rïot*Tfaî3c'W 
said during a lecture sponsored by 
Ui.e School of Social Work. He was 
speaking on "The State In A Free 
Society." . 

What Is> Freedom? 

Prof. Underbill . said the word 
Freedom" is being used loosely by 
conservatives who arc constantly 
warning against socialism and the 
growing power of the stale. "You 
must always ask those who speak 
of thé danger to freedom, 'whose 
freedom and freedom to do what/ 
he commented. 

He outlined the steady' movement 
toward collectivism in the United 
States, Great Britain .ind Canada. 
In illustrating this statement, he 
referred to the new power of the 
Democratic Party in the . United 
States. Until IHc 1030's .the Be 
publican Party was usualljr Jn powr 
er,'' he stated. Tlie Demoera'ta' had 
been used by the American people 
as n means of "disciplining" the 
Republicans. But recèni'^léctlon 
victories of the Depiocratli'^lndical- 
cd the party was going to take over 
the RepubllcansVpositioii.'now.; ' 

The speaker - said * the ~ conserva- 
tivc parties in the United States 
and Canada have suffered their 
most disastrous defeats recently 
when they have campaigned on a 
platform which runs counter, to the 
present tendency toward collectiv- 
ism. 

Foresees Equalltarlan State 
"In England both the Conserva- 
tive Party and the labour Party 
are going in the same direction to- 
ward the same destination,'.' he 
stated. "The destination is an 
equalltarlan state." 

Although he termed most con 
scrvativc warnings against the col- 
iectlvist state as ' hysterical", Prof. 
Underbill said It is. necessary to 
consider the problem of maintain 
tng freedom In the collectivist 
stale. 

The way to maintain freedom is 
to make use' of the classical liberal 
method of preventing too great con 
ccntrallons of power, by building 
and maintaining of the "balance of 
power" within society, he said. 

Hie balance of power Is made 
possible by people's tendency to 
form free associations spontaneou 
ly, like political parties, fraternal 
associations and trade unions, he 
laid. 

Need Middle Class 
The futura of freedom «would de 
pend in the future as it had in 
the past on a vigorous middle class, 
This class still existed and had in 
fact grown, although the modern 
middle cisiss was part of the wage 
earning class whereas ' the old 
middle class had been made up of 
people of greater financial inde- 
pendence.
